May be Letter of July 4 Says Authorities Gave No Assistance, That Legation Might 


Be Annihilated Any Day, and Could Not Hold Out More Than Two Days if 


Hard Pressed, 
Offer to Deliver Ministers Believed a Deep Laid 


Plot, Reformers to Overthrow Chinese Government 


WASHINGTON, *uly 27—A cabinet council 


was held today, but the cabinet took no definite 
action on China. 


The United States governmeut has absolutely 


refused the Chinese proposition to suspend military 
operations against Pekin in return for the delivery 
at Tien Tsin of the foreign mkirstefs. 


BOSTON, July 27—Rev. Henry Porter, an 


American board missionary at Pang Chuang, cables 
from Chefoo. July 23t "Pekin alive." 


The source of Mr. Porter's information is un- 


known. 


BERLIN, July 27—A despatch from Tien Tsin, 


dated the 24th, says: "A messenger who left Pekin, 
July 1!>, brought today to the customs officer news 
that Prince Ching's soldiers haye been defeated by 
Prince Tung's-troops. The foreigners are defend- 
ing themselves in the northern cathedral, near the 
forbidden city." 


LONDON, July * 27—The alleged departure of 


'the ministers from Pekin 'has led to the reassertion of 
the belief that the thing is a deep laid plan of China to 
conceal the date of the massacre at Pekin. If dead, 
it is suggested the Chinese will claim the ministers 
were attacked by Boxers and hilled en route to Tien 
Tsin. 


A despatch from Shanghai says the missionaries 


at Poo ling have been murdered. 


It is thought Poo Ting Fu is meant. Several 


missionaries from Portland, Me., were at Pao TingFu* 


HONOLULU, July 20—Leung Chi Tso, the 


Chinese reformer, and Su Cheong, who left for Yoko- 
hama, Jtilv /7, stated that on reliable authority that the 
leaders of the reform movement will confer in the 
orient and start a Ug revolution for the overthrow of 
the Chinese government. The leaders expect *be co- 
operation of Europe and America and claim Li Hung 
Chang favors their cause. 


London, July 27—This morning's reports from Shanghai reiterates the al- 


legation that the surviving members of the diplomatic corps have already left 
Pekin for Tien Tsin and add that the foreigners are being escorted by the 
troops of Jung Lu, commander-in-chief of the Chinese troops. This move Is 
stated to be the outcome of stormy Interviews between Li Hung Chang and the 
foreign consuls, and have been taken in the hope of abating the wrath of the 


powers and delaying the advance to Pekin. 


Shanghai advices say half the foreigners' in Pekin have been killed or wound- 


ed or died as the result of privations. 


The Daily Mall has a dispatch from. Shanghai announcing that a letter was 


received from Sir Claude MacDonald, the British minister at Pekin, dated July 


6, saying the legations are under constant fire. Three legations were standing 
then and Sir Claude MacDonald hoped the legations could hold out for a fort- 
night, but if pressed resistance could not last more than four days. 


The text of the Shanghai disixatch-to' the Daily Mail follows: 
"Shanghai1, July 27—A letter just received here from Sir Claude Macdonald, 


dated Pekin, July 6: 


"We are receiving no assistance from the authorities. 
"Three legations are still standing:, Including the British. We also hold wirt 


of city walls. 


"The Chinese are ahellini? us from the city with a three-inch, gun and from 


smaller ones and are sniping us. We may be annihilated any oay. Our am- 


munition and food are short, 


"We would have Reru»n«d by this time only the Chinese are cowards and 


havo no organized plan of attack. 


"If we are not pressed we may hold out a fortnight longer, otherwise four 


daya at the utmost. I anticipate only slight resistance to relief force." 


Sir Claude concludes by advising the relief force to approach, by the eastern 


gate or by the way of tfie river, and saying the losses of the foreigners in 
Pekto uv to July 6 were 40 killed and 80 wounded." 


Some of the .iiatemems above are strikingly similar to the published ver- 


sion of Sir Claude McDonald's letter of July 4. If not the same letter, the 
Chinese artillery would --tppear to be strangely ineffective as the casualties 
were the same according to letters of both dates. 


As leading1 color to the suggestion, that the communications are identical, 


it may be suggested '.hat the Belgian foreign office this morning received a 
dispatch from Shanghai und-er today's date mentioning the receipt of a letter 
from Sir Claude MacDonald, dated July 4, to wEJoh it was stated that the 
"beseiged foreigners in Pekin were reduced to horse flesh.

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GROWING DOUBT OF CHINA GOVERNMENT 


Attitude of United States May Change. Li Hung Chang Says 


Foreign Ministers are Now on the way from Pekin to Tien 


Tsin- His Doings are Regarded with Increased Suspicion 


"Washington, July 27.—There are no 


developments to warrant the assump- 
tion that there has been the slightest 
Improvement in the Chinese situation. 
Indeed the general tendency of such news 
as tound light yesterday was to add to 
the steadily growing doubt as to the 
good faith of the Chinese government as 
manifested In its acts. 


Admiral Kempffs letter-, given pub- 


Melty by the navy department yesterday, 
made the direct statement that the im- 
perial authorities were in sympathy 
with the Boxeis, though he afterward 
tdded that the government was par- 
alyzed and incapable of controlling the 
situation. 
This was the first official 


declaration to reach our government 
contradictory of th« Chinese representa- 
tions that the imperial government had 
steadfastly and from the first opposed 
the Boxer movement, and our govern- 
ment is bound to accept the word of its 
own officer until that is overcome by Ir- 
refragable proof. 
Then, the exchanges 


that are In constant progress between 
the powers are tending more and more 
to cast suspicion upon the genuineness 
of the many communications that have 
come from "Pekln through Chinese gov- 
ernmental sources. 


If it should be rinally established that 


there has bean an attempt on their part 
to practice a gig-antic fraud upon the 
world, th-e fact may call for a change of 
attitude om ths part of th* United States 
government toward China. This would 
not affect the military policy already 
under way, but merely the technical re- 
lations between the two governments, 
which probably would closely approxi- 
mate a state of formal war. 


The navy department has contributed 


a brief news item in the shape of a vin- 
dication by Admiral Reiney of the 
United States marines from the general 
charge of looting at Tien Tsin. The ad- 
miral had a good more than this to re- 
port to the navy department, but the 
officials dUd not regard the rest of his 
report as proper for publication just 
now. 
General Miles and General Buf- 


fington were again In consultation, 
though separately, with Secretary Root, 
and the supposition is that the Chinese 
campaign was under consideration. 


"Not a cablegram from China today," 


was the response of Mr. Wu, the Chinese 
minister, to inquiries mad« to him last 
night for news. He is anxiously looking 
for a reply to the latest dispatch sent 
through him to Mr. Conger from Secre- 
tary Hay, but hardly expects one for 
several days. 


The navy department has just made 


public the following chapter in Admiral 
Kempff's report, dated Taku, China, 
June 20: 


Referring to my recent actions in de- 


clining to ta'ke part in the seizure of the 
Taku forts and in afterward making 
common cause with the foreign forces 
in the protection of foreign life and 
property, I would respectfully state that 
the Chinese government Is now para- 
lyzed, and the secret edicts show that It 
is in sympathy with the Boxers. 


2—The fact that, under the existing 


circumstances, the troops at the forts 
were given much extra drills, torpedoes 
were provided and, it ia claimed, planted 
in the entrance of the Pei Ho, was con- 
sidered menacing and, by other senior 
naval officers, sufficient gause to Justify 
them in demanding the temporary oc- 
cupation of the forts. This culminated 
in the bombardment of the forts by 
other foreign gunboats on the morning 
of the 17th Inist.—which has been de- 
scribed. 
In this bombardment the 


Monocacy was fired upon and struck 
•without having received previous warn- 
ing. 


3—It Is now necessary to join with the 


Other foreign powers for common de- 
fense and preservation of foreign people 
•and the honor of our country. 


4—I refused to join In taking posses- 


sion of the imperial Chinese railway 
station and also (Bsclined to join in the 
demand for temporary occupation of the 
Taku forts, for I thought it against the 
policy and wishes of our government to 
be entangled with other foreign powers 
in such a step, and also because it en- 
dangered the lives of people in the in- 
terior in advance of absolute necessity; 
for up to early morning of June 17 the 
Chinese government had not committed, 
so far ae I am aware, any act of open 
hostilities toward the foreign armed 
forces. 


5—In opening flre without warning, an 


act of war was committed when many 
shots were fired at the place where the 
Monocacy was moorsd—about 3000 yards 
from the forts. Those firing must have 
known of her presence there, ae she had 
been moored in that position for a num- 
ber of days. 


Under these circumstances I regarded 


the situation as one for the protection of 
the national honor and the preservation 
fef our people and have acted accordingly.

The first theory 


advanced when the matter was dis- 
covered seemed to point to the release 
of Alexander Berkman, the anarchist, 
who is serving a 22-year sentence for the 
shooting of H. C. IjYick, the steel mag- 
rate, during the big Homestead strike 
of 1892, but the conclusion reached by 
Director Muth of the Allegheny police 
department is that the real object of the 
rescuers was to secure the freedom of 
the notorious real estate swindler, J. C. 
Boyd, who is serving a seven years' 
sentence in the penitentiary. This opin- 
ion is shared by the Pittsburg police offi- 
cials also. 
Among the i easons brought 


forward to confirm this theory are the 
facts that Boyd is wanted in nearly 
every state in the umon on cha-rges of 
real estate swindles, bas confederates 
all over the country; and is accounted 
one of the wealthiest prisoners in River- 
Bide. 
It is argued that Berkman's 


friends could not afford the expensive 
outfit which was used in this instance, 
and the resources could n'ot possibly 
•qual those of Boyd'e confederates. 


The plan by which the rescuers hoped 


to reach the inside of the penitentiary 
wall was by tunnel from the cellaj- of a 
house on Stei ling street nearly opposite 
one of the gates. Their work is remark- 
able, considering the obstacles to be 
overcome. Investigation showed that 
it was over 200 feet long, but because of 
its zigzag character had not reached the 
prison wall. One of the 
officers who 


crawled a distance of 201 feef in dark 
passageways was compelled to return 
before reaching its end. by reason of the 
foul gases arising. £rom this it is In- 
ferred that the tunnel had tapped a 
sewer. Director Muth, however, believes 
that the dead body of pne of the tunnel- 
trs will be discovered when the tunnel 
is open from the surface, as is the in- 
tention. He thinks the man was over- 
come by the gases and his companions, 
for fear of complications, fled. 


The elaborate arrangements that had 


been made for completing tne tunnel and 
for providing for safety of the diggers is 
asource of amazement to the authorities. 
An electric bell, connected with the en- 
trance of the tunnel in the cellar, was 
used in giving the workers and watchers 
an instant slgnaS in case of alarm, and 
an air pump had been used to keep the 
tunnel free from gas. It is estimated 
that the electric plant and otheir ap- 
paratus used cost the liberators at least 
*2000.

Eveoi women did not escape. The po- 


lice were helptess. Stores were looted 
and wrecked on aH sides. The cause of 
the rioting was the shooting of Police 
Captain Day and Patrolman Lamib by 
nw(rfo criminals. 


Throughout the day attack* were made 


by Irresponsible mobs of whites upon the 
blacks. Before nightfall the negroes 
had bean effectually chased from the 
streets. The effect of the disorders was 
to put a. practical stop to business In the 
wholesale districts and on the levee 
front. As this meant a serious crip- 
pling of the trade of the port, business 
element rallied in force and hundreds of 
tha most prominent tsen of the city re- 
sponded to the appeal of the mayor f ojr 
assistance in preserving order. 


A summary of the casualties growing 


out of the disturbances Wednesday night 
and Thursday shows that one negro was 
beaten to death, six were so badly 
wounded that their lives are despaired 
of, and about a score of people, white 
and black, male and female, have been 
more or less seriously wounded. 


In order to prevent the miscellaneous 


distribution of arms the mayor ordered 
the closing of guns-hops. Orders were 
also issued to close up every saloon In-the 
city. The police have been practically 
helpless during the disturbance. 
The 


force consists of some 300 man, including 
clerks amd telegraph operators, and this 
is manifestly a force inadeQiiate to the 
preservation of the peace of a city of 
310,000 people. But aside from this the 
fierce indignation among the members 
of the department of the ruthless mur- 
ders of Captain Day and Patrolman 
Lamb by the negro, Robert Charles, to 
some extent made the police sympathetic 
with the mobs In their pretended efforts 
to avenge the murders. 


Hoodlums prowled the streets through- 


out the day and whenever they spied a 
negro assaulted him. In some cases 
citizens rallied the police and with their 
assistance beat off the attackers. 


Just after daylight the remnants of 


one of the mobs gathered at the Spanish 
fort railway 
station, whence a large 


number of negro latwrers daily leave for 
their work at Chalmette. They saw a 
crowd of darkles approaching and 
started to chase them. Louis Lapuyard 
got in their way and received a bulletin 
the leg. 


At 11 o'clock a mob marched through 


Lafayette square, opposite the city hall, 
and discovering some negroes in the 
park jumped on them and beat them until 
they made their escape. 


One of the most sensational incidents 


of the day was the discovery of two 
negroes badly wounded. One was un- 
conscious. The other declined to give 
any account of how the shooting oc- 
curred. There is confined In the parish 
prison Leonard Pier&on, who was the 
man with Charles when the latter shot 
and dangerously wounded Patrolman 
Mora before he murdered Captain Day 
and Patrolman Lamb. The mobs that 
have b«e® going the rounds of the city 
have been anxious to lynch Pierson. 
Neither the sheriff nor the chief of po- 
lice apprehend that any serious attempt 
will be made to break into the jail. 


Mayor Capedevlelle and his assistants 


made arrangements yesterday-afternoon 
for transportation facilities which would 
assist in the quick dispatch both of the 
militia and of the special police from one 
section of the city to another. 


Late in the afternoon Mayor Capde- 


vlelle issued a proclamation which had 
an excellent effect. It called upon all 
good citizens not enrolled In the special 
police to go to their homes or places of 
business and remain there. As a result 
of tha proclamation few people were on 
the streets last night 


Ottawa, July 27.—The Imperial gov- 


ernment has notified the Dominion, gov- 
ernment that the foreign office was ad- 
Vised officially by the Japanese govern- 
ment that they hwd officially notified all 
their agents and others concerned not 
to grant passports to any more than 10 
Immigrants per month from Japan to 
Canada, or any more than five to those 
going to the United States. The letter 
from the Japanese authorities was-writ- 
ten in May, and the instructions to their 
agents and consuls were supposed to be 
put in effect at oiioa. It was- a reply to 
a protest from the Dominion to th« 
British government over the large in- 
flux of Japanese on the. Pacific coast. 
In the previous month, (Jaatof April, over 
4000 Japanese arrived at Vancouver. 
The province was clamoring against this, 
as the labor market of the Canadian 
citizen on the coast was threatened, and 
a polltax was demanded1 from the federal 
government. 


To this, Sir WilfrldLaurier replied that

not permit any difficulty with Japan at 
the present tune. The j^remdar,' how- 
ever, took the matter yy again with the 
British government, and the result now 
is that only 120 Japanese can leave Japan 
la one year for Canada, or can arrive In 
Canada.

While the merchant Is not permitted 


to lease land In China and reside in- 
land, the right of missionaries to do so 
Is now well established, says Mark B. 

This 
remarkable anomaly is due to the fact 
that a French missionary, who was 
employed as an Interpreter, surrepti- 
tiously Introduced Into the Chinese text 
of the supplementary treaty of I860 
between France and China the follow- 
ing clause: "It is, In addition, permit- 
ted to French missionaries to rent and 
purchase land In all the provinces and 
to erect buildings thereon at pleasure." 
This clause was not discovered by the 
Chinese government until it was too 
late to disavow It without losing face. 
The French missionaries promptly act- 
ed upon the right thus secured, and the 
English and American missionaries did 
not hesitate to claim the same right 
under the m,ost favored nation clause. 
Subsequently the Chinese government, 
under pressure from the powers, form- 
ally acknowledged the right of mission- 
aries of all nationalities to reside In- 
land for the purpose of propagating 
Christian! tv. 


BEE BUZZES. 


An overproduction of drones Is very 


objectionable and should always be pre- 
vented. 


Bees require plenty of water. 
If a 


supply is not close at hand it should be 
furnished. 


Every beekeeper should have a supply 


of readv made combs on hand to be used 
as needed. 


During the process o_f constructing 


combs they should be noticiJ often, and 
if any combs are found to be out of place 
they should be straightened. 


Strict attention must be given to re- 


move all sections as soon as they are 
completed and add empty ones, always 
keeping the ones nearest full hi the upper 
tier. 


Bees are not liable to attach conib to 


cloth, so that cloth divisions between the 
frames serve as a guide. Aboard cover- 
ing should never be placed directly over 
the frames. 


The best article to produce smoke when 


used in the bee smoker is dry, rotten 
wood that has become in a manner 
spongy and light. Almost any kind of 
wood will do. 


Infertile queens will produce drones 


and nothing but drones. Such drones 
are not fit for breeding purposes, but 
ehould all be destroyed. Keep the apiary 
rid of them.—St. Louis Republic.

THE PARACHUTE. 


'A. Monk's Experiments In Air 


In the Eleventh Ccntnvr« 


Credible accounts exist of an English 


Benedictine monk, Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, In the eleventh century having 
tried to fly by precipitating himself 
from the height df a tower wltb the as- 
sistance of wings attached to bis anna 
and his feet It is said that having 
gone along a little way he fell and 
broke his legs. He attributed his acci- 
dent to failure to provide his apparatus 
with a tall, which would have helped 
preserve his equilibrium and made hia 
descent a gentler one. 


In the sixteenth century Leonardo da 


Vinci flrst demonstrated that a bird, 
which is heavier than the air, sustains 
itself, advances in the air, "by render- 
Ing the fluid denser where it passes 
than where It does not pass." In order 
to fly It has to fix its point of support 
on the air. Its wings In the descend- 
ing stroke exert a pressure from above 
down, the reaction of which from be- 
low up forces the center of gravity of 
Its body to ascend at each Instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
maintain it 
Some sketches which 


have come down to us prove that Leo- 
nardo occupied himself, like Oliver of 
Malmesbury, with giving man the pow- 
er to fly by the assistance of wings 
suitably fixed to the body. 


We owe to Leonardo also the Inven- 


tion of the parachute, which he de- 
scribed In the following terms: "If a 
man had a paviMon each side of which 
was 15 Vaces wide and 12 braces high, 
he might cast himself from any height 
whatever without fear of danger." It 
may be said, too, of Leonardo da Vlncl 
that he was the flrst to suggest tho 
Idea of the screw propeller.—Apple- 
tons' popular Magazine.

Tie Author's Story of How He Cam* 


to Write It. 


A writer in the Lewiston Journal 


•who interviewed Rev. Elijah Kellogg 
says: 


When asked if he had -written any 


declamations besides "Spartaaus to the 
Gladiators," "Regulus to the Cartha- 
ginians," "Virglnlns to the Roman Ar- 
my" and "Pericles to the PeopJe," he 
replied that he had written "Icilhis," 
but that it had never been published. 
Then he asked the -writer If he had 
ever heard how "Spartacu^" came to 
be written, and when told that he had 
never heard an autJientfe statement 
concerning itJVIr. Kellogg eaid: 


"During my first year in Andover 


Theologieal seminary we were required 
to write original declamations and de- 
claim them hef ore an audience. A com- 
mittee of three seniors criticised the 
speaker publicly, and Professor Parke 
performed the same duty privately. I 
always dreaded to face an audience 
and especially to be criticised publicly, 
and so I thought I would write some- 
thing that would so interest them In 
the story of it that the crit^s would 
forget to notice the errors,' and so I 
wrote 'Spartacus.' When I Jlad finish- 
ed declaiming it, the professor asked 
the committee if they had any sugges- 
tions to offer, and they said they had 
not, but Professor Parke told me pri- 
vately that there were errors that 
might be mentioned, but that he wag 
glad I had made a departure from the 
old custom of declaiming nothing but 
sermons and moral disquisitions and 
had given them some rhetoric."" 


So the author of "Spartacus" was the 


first declaimer of it 
Little did he 


think that he wag the first of thou- 
sands of academic and collegiate 
youths on both sides of the sea to re- 
cite a composition of so humble origin. 
This bit of literary history is precious 
as coming from the lips of this grand 
old man, and this interview will forev- 
er have a safe place hi the treasure 
house of the writer's memory.

One Hundred Likenesses of Queen Victo- 


ria For Every Living Person. 


No man or woman who ever lived has 


had his or her features reproduced of- 
tener than her majesty the queen, says 
the Boston Herald. 
The number of ac- 


tual photographs of her majesty in ex- 
istence cannot be recorded, and there are 
besides millions of reproductions. Take 
the number of stamps sold in the United 
Kingdom during the queen's reign. Tha 
number of articles passing through Eng- 
lish, Scotch, Welsh and Irish postofflces 
in a recent year was nearly 8,000,000, 
and, though, of course, that figure need 
not be taken as an average, it is not go- 
ing beyond the mark to s^y that; $i&ca 
the accession of the queen over 60,000,- 
000,000 postal dispatches have passed 
through the postoffices of Great Britain. 
Every one of these would bear at least 
one stamp and many of them two or 
three, and every stamp bears the image 
of the queen. Eighty thousand million 
images of her majesty must have gone 
through the post during her record reign. 


Then the record of the mint is by no 


tneans a small one since the coronation. 
It is estimated that about 6,000,000,000 
coins in gold, silver and bronze fc^va 
passed through the hands of her majes- 
ty's subjects, each coin bearing the fea- 
tures of the sovereign. Her image has 
been reproduced often enough to present 
100 likenesses to every man, woman and 
child on the globe. Without doubt the 
queen's is the best known face in th« 
world.

He 
is an attractive character, and it is not 
his age nor his marital experiences that 
make him so, though he has had three 
wives. It is the charm of a quaint 
elualveness he has and an almost moral 
love for his little "smokins- and drink- 
ins." The New York Herald has the in- 
teresting- story this wise: 


Mr. Carroll enjoys the reputation in 


some quarters of being a centenarian. 
But he was born just 19 years too late 
to deserve the honor. Sometimes, 
"When the seductive potations to which 
he claims to owe his green old age are 
heavy upon him, he will say that he 
Was really born in 1800, and that his 
mother died in 1819.

He enlisted in the Sev- 
enty-first New York volunteer infantry 
on May 15, 1861, was mustered out-on 
July 80, 1864, re-enlisted in Company F, 
New York engineers, at once and was 
Tionorably discharged July 13, 1865, at 
the cltfee of the war. 


Carroll Is a stout, red faced, white 


headed patriarch, proud of his native 
•oil and his adopted country, and 
cherishing in his green old age an an- 
tipathy to the "Johnnies," as he calls 
the 
Confederates he fought, and a 


love for Irish whisky and his old clay 
pipe. 


"Why have I lived so long?" says he, 


"Ask the good old stuff. \v hiskey and 
tobacco, all I wanted c-f it. That's the 
secret In a nutshell. I never was sick 
in my life, except once—50 or 60 years 
ago—when I had the chills and fever 
And I can read as well as weu a» you, 
young man. 'Specs?' What do I use 
'specs' for, when I have my little drink- 
ins and wrnoklns?"

After all, were the. ola tpanhers of the 


hristian religion foolish, or are the 


present teachers wrong? It would ap- 
pear that religious duties to the heathen 
ought to be the same in one age as in 
another, and what becomes of "Quo 
Vadis," and all that line of thought? 
?or my part I am puzzled, and I shall 
never again be able to hear the old 
martyrs' hymns, each of whose »verses 
ends with, "who follows in their train?" 
without thinking of a locomotive. 


The above is a letter to the Spring- 


field Republican, printed in yesterday's 
issue of that paper, and comes pretty 
near 'to putting a question that must 
arise to many lips in the present stress- 
ful times. It does seem inglorious and 
extremely cowardly to run away from 
terrified convert bands and leave them 
to the fiendish atrocities of their in- 
human, countrymen. Unquestionably, 
remaining with them would do them 
little good, andp robaoiy afford them 
no safety. But it would be an example 
of heroism in the cause of Christianity 
which could not avoid being as seed 
sown in fruitful soil. Ttie teachings of 
the cross demand the nailing on the 
cross if need arise. There is no com- 
promise. Compromise is surernder. 


Aside from this, there is a most strik- 
ng attitude to the Christian missions 
ihroughout the civilized world today. 
There is something dangerously ap- 
proaching ridicule for them where there 
used to be the profoundest reverence. 
And to seek for the caua'e of this leads 
the investigator to a conclusion that 
may already have beem forced upon 
him by observation or spiritual con- 
ditions here at iiome. On every hand 
we hear, fli 
• ant irreverent comment 


made upon the teacher or the Christian 
faith in China. He is rated even a 
little lower than comu»«/n man by his 
own national kin. He is accused of be- 
ing a meddler with things that do not 
concern him because he goes into 
"heathen lands" to preach the gospel. 
Because he does so he is said ~£o t>* 
the needless, useless cause of our in- 
ternational woes, that he provokes 
movements that entail bloodshed, the 
spending of our loved treasure and 
rudely awakens us from our happy pur- 
suits of dollars and pleasure hun.tta£. 
The implication is that the missionary 
encumbers the face of the earth, and 
that boxer bludgeon for the male of 
the genus and boxer rape and torture 
for the female is about their just de- 
serving. 


This is woefuf. It tells a dishearten- 


ing tale. To understand its full mean- 
ing we have but to put the question, 
What is it that these missionaries set 
out to do, what do they set out to carry 
mto darkened, distant lands? The re- 
ply must be to carry the Christian 
faith, to teach it to the savage and 
semi-barbarous, to do their share In ex- 
tending the gospel over all the earth. 
Then, if that is what they set out to 
do, why "ondemn them? 


Is it because we have lost the faith 


ourselves that we do condemn.

A Curious Way of Covering o. Roclry 


Crag With Plant kite. 


In tbe grounds of the Duke of Athol 


and near Blair castle, England, stands 
a high, rocky crag named Cralglebarns. 
It locked grim and bare in the midst of 
beauty, and its owner thought how- 
much prettier it -would look If only 
trees, shrubs, etc., could be planted la 
its nooks and crannies. It was consid- 
ered impossible for any one to scale Its 
steep and dangerous acclivities, and no 
other way was thought of to get seed 
sown. 


One day Alexander Nasmyth, father 


of the celebrated engineer, paid a visit 
to the duke's grounds. The crag was 
pointed out to him, and he was told of 
the desire of the duke regarding it 
After some thought he conceived how 
It could be accomplished. In passing 
the castle he noticed two old cannon. 
He got a few small tin canisters made 
to fit the bore of the cannon and filled 
them with a variety of tree, shrub and 
grass seeds. - The cannon was loaded 
In the usual way and fired at the rock 
from all sides. 


The little canisters on striking the 


rock burst scattering the seeds In all 
directions. Many seeds were lost, but 
many more fell into the ledges or 
cracks where there was a little moss or 
earth. These soon showed signs of 
life, and in a few years graceful trees 
and pretty climbing plants all sown by 
gunpowder were growing and flourish- 
Ing In nearly every recess of the for- 
merly bare, gray crag, clothing it with 
verdant beauty.

"TELEGRAPH IN SECRECY. 


Hew Instrument Whoie Menage Cut 


Be Read Only l>r Man at Wire. 


Edwin F. Van Vechten has In his of- 


fice in Milwaukee a telegraph Instru- 
ment that is hoped to prove a great aid 
in teaching the deaf and at the same 
time make it possible for the deaf to 
become telegraph operators, says the 
Chicago Tribune. Besides this, It Is 
expected to furnish railroads, govern- 
ments or others using telegraph Instru- 
ments with a practically secret service. 


The new instrument is one designed 


by George H. Landgraf, an instructor 
'in the Menasha High school. The prin- 
ciple upon which It operates is the 
same as that of any standard telegraph 
instrument now in use. Instead of the 
receiver ticking forth the sound loudly, 
as is customary In order to communi- 
cate the message to the ear of the op- 
erator, its ticks cannot be heard, but 
the message Is communicated along a 
short wire to a delicate sounder In- 
cased In a small hard rubber cylinder. 
By placing this sounder in the ear the 
message can be plainly and distinctly 
heard as it is ticked off, although no 
sound can be heard by one standing 
but a few feet away. This instrument 
would make a telegraph office noise- 
less, and a telegraph operator strolling 
Into the place would not be able to hear 
messages that are frequently desired 
to be kept from Inquisitive ears. 


Still 
another 
interesting 
feature 


about the instrument, the value of 
•which will probably not be known ex- 
cept after It has been more extensively 
experimented with, Is the touch com- 
municated by the sounder to the teeth. 
By placing the end of the rubber cylin- 
der between the teeth the repeated 
ticks or blows may be distinctly felt 
and one who knew the telegraph code 
could easily read the message sent by 
the communication thus received. The 
ticks are clearly defined and not con- 
fused, and it Is expected by Mr. Von 
V-echten that deaf and dumb persona 
may, 
after learning the code, be able 


to use the knowledge to financial ad- 
vantage, inasmuch as they would be aa 
serviceable as those who could hear 
plainly. 


The instrument has been applied to a 


small "bridge," or arch, upon a tele- 
graph wire, the wire being cut under- 
neath the bridge, and the messages 
sent have been plainly heard by attach- 
ing the sounder to the ear.

Hovr Frozen Meat Deteriorates. 
Meats frozen aud kept in cold storage 


for long periods do not undergo organic 
changes in the ordinary sense—that is, ; 
they do not putrefy, soften or smell | 
bad—but they certainly do deteriorate 
in some intangible way. After a cer- | 
tain time frozen meat loses some life 
principle essential to its nourishing ! 
quality. Such meat lacks flavor; It ia , 
not well digested or assimilated. Its i 
savorless condition cannot be remedied 
or successfully disguised by the use of 
eauces and condiments. 


Those who eat cold storage food for 


any length of time develop diarrheal 
disorders, lose in weight and would 
eventually starve to death ui^ess a 
change of diet was made. The same 
reasoning applies to tinned fruits and 
vegetables. IJliey should not be used 
after a certain period has elapsed. 


Especially should people be warned 


against using stale eggs and old milk 
and cream. Milk and cream are kept 
for days, rancid butter Is washed and 
treated chemically, but all feod, and 
especially cold storage food, Is dam- 
aged by long keeping, and will not 
nourish the body properly. There is 
the greatest abundance of food, but it 
does not satisfy.—Sanitary Record. 


Memory, JJot Mystery. 


"Memory can play the strangest of 


tricks," says a specialist, "and it is 
responsible for not a few superstitious 
fears in sensitive people. 


"A larty once told me that she found 


herself ,it times in places where her 
BurrcuncMngs seemed to have been 
known to her before, though she knew 
that she had never been there pre- 
viously. 


"Probably you will recognize this ex- 


perience, which is common enough. 
How many people, when reading or 
listening to a conversation, become 
vaguely conscious that they have read 
the passage or heard the identical 
words in 'the dim, long past!'

a certain region without reference to 
|that power. Such an engagement is 
the charter of British rights in the 
,Yang-tse valley. Japan attempted to 
'obtain a similar sphere on the main- 
land facing Formosa. Another form 
In which foreign influence has es- 
tablished itself in China is by the leas- 
Ing of ports aud coaling stations to 
various powers, instances of which are 
too well known to be given here. 
1 The whol,e of this movement began 
ao further back than two and a half 
1 years ago, after the Japanese war had 
left China prostrate. 
It will be re- 


membered how the fruits of her vic- 
tory were snatched from Japan and 
she was compelled to look on while 
the European powers took the first 
steps toward what was practically the 
partition of China. 


These powers had already many com- 


mercial and other interests ia China, 
which are difficult to defend In the 
state of anarchy prevailing through- 
out the empire. There were, too, mis- 
sionaries of all nationalities, whose 
frequent murder called for redress, 
but, above all, the mutual jealously of 
the powers afforded a stimulus to 
their anxiety as to the fate of China, 
and the immediate neighborhood of a 
powerful and growing nation precipi- 
tated matters. 


Germany is usually credited with 


having been first in the field, but, as a 
matter of fact, Russia, although the 
fact was not announced till later in the 
day, obtained the lease of Tallenwan 
and Port Arthur for 25 years prior to 
the move of Germany. The lease was 
officially confirmed In March, 1898,. and 
in May Manchuria became practically 
a Russian sphere through privileges 
granted in connection with the exten- 
sion of the Transsiberian railway to 
those ports. The concession, to Russia 
debarred other powers from making 
lines north of Port Art>ar and Tallen- 
wan and prohibited the opening of 
other ports in the neighborhood. 


Toward the end of 1897 Germany, as 


a retaliation for the murder of German 
missionaries In Shangtung, established 
her influence by the military occupa- 
tion of that province, and in March, 
1898, she obtained the recognition by 
China of her claims, the lease for 99 
years of Kiaochau bay and the exten- 
sion of her "sphere" over the whole 
province of Shangtung. 
Like Russia 


In Manchuria, Germany demanded and 
acquired certain exclusive economic 
privileges, including the sole right of 
railway constructions and preferential 
rights in connection with all works for 
development of the province and pro- 
vision of materials for the same. All 
these claims are in contravention of 
the existing treaties between China 
and other powers, but nr<\ neverthe- 
less, in active operation • 
' : .->ar wit- 


ness to the reality of tl... carving up 
]of China. 
j The action taken by Russia In oc- 
icupylng Port Arthur and T;->!i(-mvr.:) 
naturally aroused the apprehension of 
Great Britain, whose commercial In- 
terests In China have always been 
larger than those of any other power. 
The closing of any part of China, 
•which would naturally follow in the 
wake of Russian influence, would be a 
serious matter. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the acquisition cf thegc ports 
wa« not prevented, no remedy remain- 
ed to Britain save to make counter 
iclalms, .and, after considerable pres- 
sure, the lease was obtained of Wel- 
iHai-Wei on July 1,1898. The Yang-tse 
galley had already been claimed by 
'Britain as her "sphere of influence," 
specially suited for exploitation by a 
commercial maritime nation, and the 
Chinese government yielded so far as 
to give the celebrated, if vague, assur- 
ance which, ss already said, is the 
cnarter of British rights in the Yang-tso 
valley. Tbjs assurance contained no, 
concessions,as tq, exclusive rights for 
Qrpat Britain, for these were not de- 
manded, the one stipulation being for 
the "open door" and the promise not to 
alienate the provinces adjoining tho 
Yang-tse. Thus a British sphere was 
established over fiix bf the 18 provinces 
of the Colestlal empire, with about 
120,000,000 people aud between 8,000 
»,!id 4,000 mijes of navigable waterwHy. 


Next came Franco, whose claim < 


were based on the possession of ou tni 
gprtant colony immediately to tho 


of China. Soon after the acquisi- 


tion of Wel-Hal-Wel she demanded a 
coallug station at Kwang-Chou -Wan, 
facing tho island of Hainan. She had 
already stipulated for the nonolienatlon 
of that Island, on account of its posi- 
tion dominating the gulf of Tonquin, 
and now, stimulated by the success of 
other powers, she obtained a similar 
promise with regard to the three prov- 
inces neighboring Tonquin. Although 
at the time not stipulating for exclu- 
sive rights and privileges in the 
"sphere" so obtained, France had pre- 
viously managed to arrange for various 
monopolies. 


This acquisition, close to her own re- 


cently granted and loosely defined 
sphere, caused further anxiety at home, 
and the Chinese government was press- 
ed for more concessions to counterbal- 
ance those obtained by France. Brit- 
ain was successful in obtaining an ex- 
tension of her limits, which brought 
within her sphere two of the provinces 
already half promised to France. Chi- 
na, presumably, was anxious to satisfy 
every one as cheaply as possible. The 
matter was settled by an arrangement 
of mutual benefit and privileges in the 
province of Yunnan, while in Kwang- 
tung, which faces the important port 
of Hongkong, Britain's stake was too 
large to be discounted. 


Hitherto Japan has not sought any 


leasehold on the mainland, but has se- 
cured a promise of nonallenatlon of the 
province of Fukien and has since ex- 
tended her demands to the two neigh- 
boring provinces. In this struggle for 
spheres even a minor power like Italy 
has tried to win something from the 
Chinese government, but her demand 
%r the lease of the bay of Sanmun, 
with a pledge not to alienate Cheklang, 
though supported by Great Britain, 
•was flatly refused. America stands In 
a different position from all other pow- 
ers. She has one interest alone In Chi- 
na, and that is the "open door." 


Thus, it will be seen, 13 out of the 18 


provinces of China are parceled out- 
let off, as it were—II) other powers, 
who, while only lodgers, may very 
easily regard themselves on the "might 
is right" principle as landlords. Be- 
sides the "spheres," many concessions 
for mining and railways have been 
granted. A Belgian syndicate has a 
line from Peking to Hankau, a German 
railway is to run from Tien-tsin to 
Chlnkiang and an American line from 
Canton to Hankau. 
So far Austria 


and Belgium have refrained from any 
attempt to acquire territory, but a new 
era is dawning. All these nations ha\ o 
vested Interests which have suffered 
In the recent disturbances, and their 
missionaries have lost their lives prob- 
ably, their homes certainly, to the Box- 
er rising. When the time arrives for 
settling up, there will be a long list of 
claims for damages against the Chi- 
nese government. 


THE EDITOR STRUCK; 


HE JOINED FORCES WITH THE PRINT- 


ERS WHEN THEY QUIT. 


IMPROVES- GLASSMAKING. 


Electricity TJ«ed a* Fnel to Fiue the 


Component Part*. 


William E. Heal of Marion, Ind., ex- 


county treasurer, has completed a sys- 
tem for melting, glass by electricity 
and has given It a practical test that 
has demonstrated Its practicability and 
assures Its success. 


The manufacturing of glass requires 


a great amount of heat to melt the 
compound materials from which the 
glass is made. This of course demands 
a large amount of fuel, which Is the 
largest Item of expense In the making 
of the glass. The use of coal for fuel 
Is very expensive, and the shortage of 
natural gas has caused many of the 
large factories In the gas belt to close 
during the cold, weather. 


Mr. Heal's discovery has solved the 


problem that has been causing the 
glass manufacturers a great deal of 
anxiety for some time. The test that 
•was given the new electrical heating 
system was given in what Is known as 
a pot furnace, the glass being melted 
In large clay pots, says the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. Another system-of melting 
Is by using large clay tanks, which also 
requires a high temperature. The tem- 
perature now attained in the tank sys- 
tem by the use of natural gas Is about 
2,700 degrees. The new electric system 
reaches a temperature of 7,000 degrees, 
enabling the melting of the highest 
temperature compounds. 


The new process will make a better 


quality of glass on account of the per- 
fect fusion of the materials used and 
the short time It will require to attain 
the desired temperature. 
Under the 


present system, where coal or natural 
gas Is used, It requires many hours to 
heat a furnace to the required degree, 
but the new process can heat the fur- 
nace in a very short time. The saving 
In expense for fuel will be reduced so 
that the saving will amount to a for- 
tune to the manufacturers In a short 
time,

Steritt Handled a Demand For Iii- 
creaned Fay by the Force on the 
Old Dallas Time*. 
There are ways and ways of settling 


labor strikes. The unions have used 
the "sympathetic strike" plan, at times 
securing a settlement by calling out 
the forces of allied trades. With the 
"bosses" the lockout frequently has 
done the business. But there are meth- 
ods of erasing differences between em- 
ployers and employees which even Chi- 
cago has overlooked. Strikes have 
been settled by the bosses joining the 
ranks of the strikers, voluntarily as- 
suming the posts of walking delegates, 
directing the movements of the strik- 
ing army and dictating the time when 
difficulties were declared off. 


Proof of tho power of this method 


was furnished during the days of the 
old Dallas Times. That Texas city 
was but a struggling town then, with a 
population that was getting close up to 
the 2,000 mark. The editorial helm of 
The Times had just been seized by 
William Steritt, better known in Wash- 
ington's and Texas' newspaper world 
today as plain "Bill" Steritt, the title 
-"colonel" frequently being prefixed hi 
recognition of his birthplace, Ken- 
tucky. 


The Times under the Steritt regime 


employed five men and one woman in 
its manufacture. The latter was the 
wife of the foreman of the printing 
room and worked at the "cases," while 
the "printer's devil" performed double 
duty by acting as the motive power of 
the hand press. The foreman during 
bis younger days had had an argument 
with a mule, and the scars of that bat- 
tle which decorated his face had aided 
in securing his reputation of being "a 
bad man in a mixup." Shortly after 
the new hand press had begun the 
molding of editorials and the sharing 
of subscription donations ranging from 
garden truck to overworked farm stock 
uneasiness lodged -In The Times office. 
Humors of labor troubles and of union 
organization were heard. 


"We've concluded to quit," said the 


foreman as he stalked Into the editor's 
sanctum one morning backed up by the 
entire mechanical force. 
"We don't 


get union pay, and we've organized a 
chapel. 
If you don't show up more 


money, your paper don't get out, that's 
all." 


"Going to strike, are you?" queried 


Steritt, who bad not found promises of 
a direct road to wealth and Wall street 
through The Times. 
"Unionized, are 


you? Well, sir, I'm glad to hear it I've 
been thinking for some days of going 
on a strike myself. The circulation of 
this concern isn't extremely feverish, 
and none of the subscribers will ever 
miss us, and if they do it will be to our 
benefit. The few blocks of white paper 
out there will keep, and I guess the 
hand press- won't object to a day off. 
Yes, 
sir, we'll strike right here and 


now. We'll just walk around the cor- 
ner and celebrate the inauguration of 
this 'walkout' with.a drink." 


The foreman's wife here transferred 


her share of arbitration power on the 
masculine contingent and departed. 
The quintet expressed some surprise 
at the turn of affairs, but followed Ster- 
itt to the corner saloon, where three 
rounds of drinks were put away under 
his direction. 


"You see," began the foreman, "we're 


ready to go right back to work now if 
you'll pay"— 


"No, 
sir-ee," broke in the editor. 


"Why, we've just struck, and 1 couldn't 
call things off now. Hold on, I tell 
you, and we'll win out" 


The Times office was closed-up, the 


windows nailed down and the office cat 
turned loose to forage. On the fourth 
day the foreman approached Steritt 
and sounded him as to the advisability 
of declaring the strike at an end. 


"Can't do it," was the answer. "Why, 


I'm having the best time of my life. 
Hang out, and we'll win, I tell you. If 
I could find another union around here, 
We would hare one of those sympa- 
thetic affairs. Nop; the strike's not off, 
and I hereby Issue another pronuncia- 
mento to that end. Besides that, the 
people are beginning to find out they 
need • a paper. I'm in this strike for 
subscribers." 


Then they liquored several times, and 


the foreman left 


On the ninth day the striking array 


of five conferred with the self appoint- 
ed walking delegate. They contended 
that they were ready to resume their 
end of the work of shaping public opin- 
ion at the old schedule of weekly pay. 
Steritt was obdurate and advised fur- 
ther hostilities for several days. On 
the fourteenth day he was called on to 
accept a most sweeping capitulation. 
The next day the hand press begifu its 
grind, the foreman, who had not lived 
up to his reputation as a "bad man," 
topk his wife and his followers back to 
the "eases," and Steritt continued the 
•work of gathering "items" and build- 
Ing editorials. At tlje close of the day's 
work the force was summoned to the 
office. 


"Next time," advised the editor, "you 


don't want to stop when you've organ- 
laed a 'chapel. You want to go ahead 
and organize and build a whole cathe- 
dral. That's all."—Chicago Tribune.

STANDARD TIME. 


Rio ironr Section! Into Which the Conn- 


i 
try X* Divided. 


I 
Primarily, for the convenience of the 


' tailroads, a standard of time was estab- 
lished by mutual agreement in 1883, by 
' which trains are run and local time reg- 
ulated. According to this system, the 
tTnitedStates, extending from 66 to 125 
degrees west longitude, IB divided into 
' lour time sections, each of 15 degrees of 
1 longitude, exactly equivalent to one 
' hour. The first (eastern) section in- 
cludes all territory between the Atlantic 
coast and an irregular line drawn from 
Detroit to Charleston, the latter be- 
ing its molt southern point The sec- 
ond (central) section includes all the 
territory between the last named line 
and an irregular line frora Bismarck to 
the mouth of the Bio Grande. 


The third (mountain) section includes 


all territory between the last named 
line and nearly the western borders of 
Idaho, Utah and Arizona. The fourth 
(Pacific) section covers the rest of the 
country to the Pacific coast. Standard 
time is uniform inside each of these sec- 


i tions, and the time of each section dif- 


fers from that next to it by exactly one 
hour. Thus at 12 noon in New York 
city (eastern time) the time at Chicago 
(central tim(») is 11 a. m.; at Denver 
(mountain time), 10 a. m., and at San 
Francisco (Pacific time), 9 o'clock a. m. 


Standard time is 16 minutes slower 


at Boston than true local time, 4 min- 
utes slower at New York, 8 minutes 
faster at Washington, 19 minutes faster 
'at Charleston, 38 minutes slower at De- 
troit, IS minutes faster at Kansas City. 
10 minutes slower at Chicago, 1 minnte 
faster at St. Louis, 28 minutes faster at 
Salt Lake City and 10 minutes faster at 
San Francisco.—Atlanta Constitution, 


BIG APPLE CROP EXPECTED. 


Yield, It Ia Thong-lit, May Amount to 


Abont 100,OOO,OOO Barrel*. 


According to estimates baaed on re- 


ports from all parts of the United 
States, the apple crop this fall will be 
one of unusual size, says the New York 
Times. Unless some unforeseen acci- 
dent occurs the crop will amount to 
about 100,000,000 barrels. 


This Is about three times the crop of 


last year, which was considered a 
pretty heavy crop compared with the 
average of former years. But this Is 
not the only wonderful thing about the 
year 1900 as far as this fruit Is con- 
cerned. 
Heretofore a heavy crop in 


the eastern states was always accom- 
panied by a failure of the crop hi the 
west and vice versa. 


This ysar, however, the crop will be 


heavy both east and west Europe al- 
so is looking forward to a heavy crop, 
and it will not be surprising to see a 
big slump in the price of this fruit. 
Twenty years ago New York state 
supplied the whole market of the Unit- 
ed States and partly the markets of 
Europe with apples, but today the out- 
put of New York state would not .be 
nearly sufficient to supply the demand. 


A large part of the apple crop goes 


to supply the tables of the ocean lin- 
ers, but the largest purchasers In the 
market outside of the apple eating pub- 
lic are the large pie factories. The 
best prices for apples are obtained In 
the months of December, March, April 
and May. In the summer there Is lit- 
tle demand for this fruit, as berries 
and melons monopolize the market

by those who were opposed to doing 
anything. Then- objections were varied 
and interesting. 


The chief objection was that two 


years ago the residents of the street 
went to the expense of putting the 
highways in shape for acceptance, in 
the expectation that the dity would 
take the streets. This was not done, 
however, on account of the width of 
the streets. The city officials at that 
time held that the streets should be -W 
feet in width, instead of 33, which they 
are at present. The waivers of dam- 
ages needed for this could not be se- 
cured, however, and the matter was 
dropped In the absence of any further 
care for the streets, all the improve- 
ments that had been made in the way 
of rough grading were quickly washed 
avay, and now the streets'are in as 
bad shape as they ever were 


At the present time the committee on 


streets had decided to accept a width 
of 33 feet for the two streets, provided 
the abuttors wiil again, put them in 
good shape. It is on the questic.i of 
doing the same work twice, on account 
of a change of heart in the city officials, 
that the chief objection was. 


Another point that was made was the 


attitude of the school committee in 
keeping1 the Johnson school orounds In 
shape. It is for the purpose of .securing 
suitable entrances to the grounds for 
the pupils that most of the agitation 
has been started. 
The point was 


brought up that the school committee 
has not even built walks on the school 
property, whereas at the Braytonville 
and Freeman schools much has been 
expended in this way. 


A lively argument was introduced by 


i • .• mnn who held that the city ought 
i;' : : able to put out less than $500 
fc.- . -L"! a cause when it can expend 
$COfl f i j md concerts every yeax, and 
there was a n:urmur of approval from 
those or*r-o£sd. 


Commissioner Temple stated his po- 


sition in the matter, saying1 that he 


2S ready and willing- to do all in his 


power to improve the streets when once 
they were taken by -he city, but that 
the city could not urcler tho ordinances 
accept streets urt-'l they were put in 
condition for it by the abuttors. 


There was more discuoPion in which 


more arguments were "resented by 
those opposed, and the motion was fin- 
ally made that the meeting "adjourn 
till next year." 


What will be done now remains to be 


seen, but it 's p.robable that the counftil 
will do nothing in view of this tacit 
decision of the abuttors to let the mat- 
ter- drop. 


Traffic Delayed Seven Minutes
